The report stated that news by 
“radio from ships at sea shows @ 
disturbance some distance off {he 
California coast. Probably this 
will move eastward and cause un- 
settled weather over the State and 
local rains within the next thirty- 
six or forty-eight hours.” 


Col. Hersey stated, however, that 
the disturbance was so far out at 
sea it was very possible that it 
would move northward so far as 
not to give Southern California any 
benefit. The tendency is most pos- 
.sible in that direction, he said. 
Early September rains are infre- 
quent, Colonel Hersey said, the av- 
erage for the entire month . of 


PSeptember since 1871 being less 
than .18 of an inch. In a great 
many Septembers, he declared, 
there was no rain and in the first 
ten years of the establishment of 
the Weather Bureau there was not 
enough rain in that month to 
measure. 


In 1908, 1911 and 1919 there were 
heavy rains during September 
measurements being 1.22, 1.23 and 
1.29 of an inch, respectively. The 
Septembér rain of 1919 came dur- 
ing the great forest fires, checked 
the widespread blaze and saved 
millions of dollars to the State. 


Rainy weather, according to the 
computation table over a period 
of years, does not begin until No- 
vember, the average for the month 
of Qctober being .66 of an inch. 
November has an avera of 1.16

it by the old Council. 

Fina! shovels of dirt were thrown 
over the entire matter when the 
Céuncil’s action was preceded by a 
verba] opinion from Assistant City 
Attorney Whirehead that the filing 
of the ordinance would officially 
end the entire affair and cause the 
city to refund to the company the 
franchise purchase price. 


DELAY REQUESTED 


The final vote on the filing of the 
ordinance was: Yes—-Ash, rnes, 
Colden, Halil, Hughes, Randall, 
Shaw and Sparks: N A Cris- 
well, Moore, Sanborn and ork- 
man. 


This was done in spite of the 
fact that the company, in a com- 
thunication addressed to the Coun- 
il asked it to delay further action 
pending the reorganization of the 
company’s executive staff.

She was a startling innovation. 

Congrese having finally been 
persuaded to build four frigates, 
one Joshua Humphreys, a great 
sea architect, conceived the idea 
of making them more powerful 
and faster than anything aficoal. 
He fairly took the government's 
breath away. 

Although the Constitution was 
only 204 feet long, she was so 
huge for that time ~that 
Humphreys always spoke of her 
affectionately as the “ola 
wagon.” 

She was built of white oak, 

red cedar and pitch pine. An 
officer was sent on purpose to 
South Carolina to select the tim- 
ber to be cut for the purpose. 
Her remarkable sailing quali- 
ties, which finally revolutionized

“tumble home”—an inward curve 
of the sides above the water 
line.

CHINA'S DEMANDS 
Early in July a long cablegram signed 
by the faculty and many of the students of 
the University of Peking was sent to Sen- 
ator Borah, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on-Foreign Affairs, setting forth the 
asserted unfairness ofthe treatment of the 
Chinese by the foreign powers, stating that 
they had not kept the promises made at 
the Washington conference as to tariff pro- 
visions and other matters and making oth- 
er complaints. These intellectuals, repre 
senting the school of new ideas in the Ort 
ent and generally known as Young China, 
demanded the abolition of extraterritoriali- 
ty in their country and asked that the tar 
ifs be so adjusted that instead of the du- 
ties being fixed at a very low figure and 
collected by foreigners they would be con- 
siderably increased, and China would re 
ceive more than a mere dole as its share 
of them. 
Oblivious of the weight carried by the 
declarations of the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, Senator Bo- 
rah sent a personal message to the malcon- 
tents in China, approving their. demands 
for the abolition of extrateérritoriality and 
bitterly attacking the western powers for 
their policies toward the Chinese. Some 
of the American newspapers cfiticised him 
for sending this message. It was pointed 
out that the disaffected element in China 


between Senator Borah, the individual, and 
Chairman Borah of the Senate committee. 

Then Senator Borah changed front. He 
contritely. explained that he had not in- 
tended to urge the immediate abrogation 
of the unequal treaties with China, that hb 
realized the difficulties in the way of such a 
reform and that he looked upon the aboli- 
tion of extraterritoriality as something that 
might be gradually attained. He said that 
the powers should work together to assist 


ty. This explanation satisfied some of 
those journals which had held that he had 
usurped the prerogative of Secretary Kel- 
logg in his expression of hostility to the 
attitude of the Buropean powers, if such 
expression were necessary, and one journal, 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, said that 
Senator Borah’s latest statement of his 
stand in the matter “should do some good 
in China.” 

' But the Chinese feel that they now have 
full American sympathy in their demands, 
and they are’ renewing them in no ugcer- 
tain tones. News from Peking is to the 
effect that former Foreign Minister Wang 
Tai-Sieh has assumed the chairmanship of 
the Chinese Foreign Relations Commission 
and that in his opening address he said he 
was opposed to any policy that would not

of affairs in the Orient. But just how Sen- 
ator Borah’s bitter denunciation of the Eu- 
ropean powers is going to help our future 
negotiations with them as to Chinese affairs 
it is difficult to see.

Appointment of a 
committee of three local engineers 
to review the report was urged by 
Lippincott. 

A seventy-foot reservoir, and 
the acquisition of 1000 acres for 
a spreading ground below the 
dam, would conserve 99 per cent 
of the water supply, overcome the 
present irrigation shortage on th 
120,000 acres, and provide reg 
lation of flood waters as great as 
those in 1916, the report said in 
effect. 

In addition, Lippincott pointed 
out, the dam: at Prado, having 
conrmand by gravity of all towns 
and agricultural lands in the coun- 
ty, would serve as a Valuable dis- 
tributing point for waters derived 
from Colorado River development. 

Its construction is urged as an 
alternative to waiting for the 
building of Boulder Canyon dam, 
with its more expensive water, 
Lippincott declaring that the only 
other available water supply of 
magnitude woul, be.sewage from 
the city of Los Angeles, which 
might be spread out upon Orange 
county farm lands ‘for irrigatioyp, 
and to recharge the underground 
reservoirs. 

Rapid depletion of these under- 
ground reservoirs are noted by the 
engineer, who says that the ar- 
tesian area of the coastal plane 
has shrunk from 315 square miles 
in 1888 to fifty-five square miles 
this year. The water levels have 
been dropping at an aversge of 
two and one-half feet @ach year, 
he states. From the $4,06v,000 in- 
ves’ ment the county would reahze 
$535.000 in net annual benefits, 
after deducting $3,000,000 as the 
yearly cost of main .enance and in- 
terest, the report estimates, dis- 
cussing the financial aspect of the
